As has been necessary in the 
past, this month we again ex- 
amine part of the homophile 
movement. Leo Richards’ two 
page report on the Second Na- 
tional Planning Conference of 
Homophile Organizations (pages 
10 and 11) is highly critical. 

Drum has taken the lead in 
discussing the accomplishments 
and failures of the homophile 


movement in spite of inter- 
movement pressures to remain 
quiet on the negative side 
Many silencing efforts cone 


from movement leaders whon we 
regard with the highest re- 
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spect. Their 
dirty laundry should not be 
publicly aired is a substan- 
tial view. It is also insuf- 
ficient. 

The homophile movement lead- 
ership often acts as though it 
is operating ina vacuum, A 
large percentage of movement 
members are so pleased that 
anything at all is happening 
they fear criticism will rock 
the apple cart. Such a condi- 
tion would be somewhat tolera- 
ble if all leaders were fully 
trained professionals. 

It is far less than tolera- 
ble. 

Drum hopes that its comments 
about the movement will: 1) 
create spirited discussion of 
movement objectives within the 
movement; 2) encourage those 
on the outside with ability to 
try to bring rationale to the 
seeming chaos; 3) serve as a 
much-needed check and balance 
for the movenent leadership.

SAN FRANCISCO 


"Qur State Fair is a 
great State Fair/ Don't 
miss tt/ Don't even be 
late." 


~From the musical State 
Fair. 


Local homophile groups had 
no intention of either missing 
California's State Fair, or of 
being late. Application for a 
fair booth was entered in May, 
four full months before the 
scheduled Aug. 31 opening. 

The Council on Religion and 
the Homosexual, chief sponsor- 
ing group of the booth, inten- 
ded to distribute a variety of 
pamphlets from the booth to 
interested Fair attendees. In- 
cluded was literature "to ac- 
quaint the general public with 
the true nature of homosexual- 
ity" and the booth itself was 
designed to illustrate that: 
"One out of every ten people 
in the Nation is a homosexual." 

In August, days before the 
Fair was scheduled to open, 
officials demanded copies of 
all literature to be distribu- 
ted and, after presumably 
reading it, revoked the booth 
contract on the grounds that 
the exhibit was too controver- 
sial. 

The CRH asked Gov. Edmund G. 


Brown to intercede on its be- 
half, but the state's chief 
official, facing an election 
fight against ex-actor Ronald 


Reagan, refused. 

The State Fair board of di- 
rectors came to the defense of 
what they saw as "prevailing 
mores," and strongly endorsed 


the Fair manager's decision to 
revoke the booth contract. In 
part, che board held the mana- 
ger's action was "consistent 
with the established policy 
and practice of providing the 
most wholesome, educational 
and entertaining programs pos- 
sible for youth and family u- 
nits which are not offensive 
or contrary to prevailing mor- 
als." 

The board took no action a- 
gainst the plans for booths by 
a variety of anti-Vietnam-war 
groups or that of the Planned 
Parenthood League, nor did it 
act to halt the display of fe- 
male semi-nudity traditionally 
associated with the beauty 
contest to crown a Fair Queen. 

The cooperating homophile 
groups, (in addition to the CRH 
there were San Francisco's So- 
ciety for Individual Rights, 
Strait Associates, the Tavern 
Guild and Sacremento's Associ- 
ation for Responsible Citizen- 
ship) filed a writ of mandate 
in Sacremento's Superior Court 
but that court quickly found 
against them. Despite the 
movement's charge that the 
ouster was discriminatory and 
the statement of the ruling 
judge that he "was impressed 
by the high motives" expressed 
by CRH president, clergyman 
Clarence A. Colwell, he con- 
signed discussions of homosex- 
uality to "professional jour- 
nals, the churches and in the 
legislature." 

Far from daunted by the 
Court's adverse decision which 
merely upheld the Fair manage- 
ment 's right to bar: the booth, 


homophile personnel stationed 
themselves immediately outside 
the Fair's main entrance and 
distributed pamphlets to vis- 
itors as they entered. 

When the teapot tempest 
cooled, it was Colwell who no~ 
ted the irony: because of the 
press coverage accorded the 
Fair's refusal and the atten- 
dent court hearing, many thou- 
sands more people were exposed 
to the movement's message 
than if the Fair directors had 
"allowed us a little booth in 
a corner of the grounds."

PRISONS 
Springfield, I11.: It took 


two months to find a full com- 


plement of 12 men and women 
willing to extend the death 
penalty if it were called for 
in the trial of four inmates 
accused of murdering three 


prison guards during a riot. 

The 11 men and one woman fin- 
ally chosen heard witnesses 
testify that Menard prison 
guards had organized 2 "goon 
squad"! of prisoners with long 
sentences ahead of them to 
beat and otherwise intimidate 
other prisoners. One such 
beating, it was testified, re- 
sulted in the death of a young 
prisoner. The convict goon 
squad member further testified 
that one of the murdered 
guards had kicked the prisoner 
curing the beating. 


In exchange for his services 


as a goon squad member, the 
inmate, husky and 32, claimed 
that he received extra food, 


the privilege of eating with 
the guards, confiscated cigar- 
ettes, clothing and drugs, or 
honosexual companions, if he 
wanted them. 


Another witness swore he 
made engagement and wedding 
rings for convicts who then 


held homosexual wedding cere- 
monies. 

"I made the rings in the vo- 
cational school. They were 
bronze, nickel or aluminum." 
@ prisoner then told the 
jury that he had performed 
this service for three or four 
couples who paid him "eight 
packs of cigarettes for an en- 
gagement ring and 15 packs for 
both an engagement and wedding 
ring." 

One 30-year-old convict 
stated he was "married" in the 
penitentiary in a homosexual 
wedding ceremony to one of the 
defendants charged with the 
guards! murders. 

"Tt was just a normal court- 


ship," the man said. "We met 
in the rock quarry. We were 
Doth pushing wheelbarrows. We 
had a double-ring ceremony 


with six or seven witnesses." 

The presiding judge sugges~ 
ted that defense attorneys 
draft an injunction on the I1- 
linois Department of Public 
Safety from "taking reprisals" 


against the convicts who tes- 
tified,

A Czechoslovakian researcher 
has developed a test that sup- 
posedly answers the very spe- 
cial question: ‘Why do some 
individuals respond to males 
sexually and others to fe- 
males?"

Conferees traveled to San 
Francisco from as far as the 
District of Columbia, Hartford, 
and, surprisingly, Vancouver. 
Most delegates to the Second 
National Planning Conference 
of Homophile Organizations, 
however, slipped out of bed 
and took the closest cable 
car, The purpose in assen- 
bling was vague, but it had 
something to do with making 
the movement that represents 
homosexuals more effective. 

Qut-of-pocket expenses were 
high and the question was, of 
course: "Was it all worth it?" 
Most delegates agreed that it 
was not a complete waste of 
time and money. "It wasn't as 
bad as the first national con- 
ference,” (Drum, April) one 
mid-westerner sighed. 

Some aspects were worse. 
All-but-defunct One, Inc. be- 
gan the conference with a 
transparent attempt to engi- 
neer the delegates into accept- 
ing each of its half-dozen 
"chapters" as separate and in- 


dependent groups--with full 
voting rights. There seened 
no limit to the prostitution 


for power. One One leader, a 
Los angeles resident of sever- 
al years, painstakingly ex- 
plained how he led @ separate 
and independent Detroit-based 
group. Another went so far as 
to pan hinself off as a repre- 
sentative of a group of closet 
queens who met with the osten- 
sible purpose of comforting 
each other--and he, too, in- 
sisted on full voting rights. 
Ironically, a straight-for- 
ward declaration that they 


conference 


felt they had a contribution 
to make to the meeting would 
probably have been sufficient 
for the delegates to grant 
then full voice. Before the 
meeting was an hour old, the 


need for a credentials conm- 
ittee was obvious. 

Many other needs became ob- 
vious in short order. No less 
than three of the five move- 
ment leaders asked to deliver 
prepared papers called for 
further abandoning the secrecy 
now clouding the movement. 
Foster Gunnison of Florida 
Mattachine predicted that "few 
enduring gains toward public 
acceptance" would occur until 
the movement brought homosex- 
uality "out in the open." 
Franklin E, Kameny of the Mat- 
tachine Soctety of Washington 
and Clark P, Polak, editor of 
Drum and Executive Secretary 
of the Homosexual Law Reform 
Society challenged the organi- 
zations to change their nanes 
from the semi-clandestine SIR, 


Dionysus, PRIDE, Phoenix, "ad 
nauseum," to "names that say 
what we are." 

As if such comments were 


never even introduced into the 
record, a proposal to create a 
national homosewual organiza- 
tional fund was defeated in 
favor of a proposal for a na- 
tional organizational fund. 
The bickering could be dis- 
missed as trivial if it did 
not underlie more basic flaws. 
Kameny and Polak were lone and 
unheeded voices when they sug- 
gested that much of the move- 
ment was faltering and floun- 
dering with neither objectives 
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nor philosophy. Polak was 
scathing--and ignored. Said 
he: "You have no consistent 
philosophy, save the most na— 
ive, underlying your actions. 
Few of you know anything at 
all about homosexuality as a 
subject other than you find it 
sexually pleasing. Few of you 
could write a coherent paper 
on the nature of the homosexu~ 


al problem, which is, after 
all, what we are trying to 
solve." 

Kameny put it somewhat more 


mildly: "The movement can make 
no plan of concerted, meaning- 
ful action without a solidly 
constructed, internally con- 
sistent intellectual basis. 
Much of the movement now con- 
tains, implicitly, the nega- 
tive attitudes of society-at- 
large toward the homosexual." 
He, too, was ignored. 

A speech by the Lesbian who 
was recently elected national 
president of the all-female 
Daughters of Bilitis, calling 
on the movement to support her 
transformation of DOB from a 
honophile group to an organi- 
zation concerned with equality 
for women, was given a stand- 
ing ovation and, apparently, 
approval by the delegates. 

Certainly one of the most 
important problems the confer- 
ence suffered was the inexper- 
ience of the delegates. Only 
24 of the 88 persons present 
had also been at the first 
planning session held in Kan- 
sas City. A full 40% of the 
Kansas City delegates did not 
attend the San Francisco con- 
ference. The HMattachine Soc. 
teties of Washington, Florida 
and Chicago (Midwest) did not 
send their presidents and New 
York Mattachine, true to forn, 
sent no delegate at all. 

There is hope that the next 
conference--scheduled for the 


nation's capital in August, 
1967--will be more productive. 
A resolution that at least 
part of that meoting be de- 
voted to leadership training 
squeaked through the San Fran- 
cisco group. 


The conference was probably 
uost satisfactory to those who 
féel that conferences unto 
thenselves are valuable. It 
was probably least satisfac- 
tory to those who sought the 
emergence of informed discus- 
sions leading to creative so- 
lutions to old problems. 


Few movement leaders accept 
homosexuality for themselves 
any more than the average ho- 


mosexual, unfamiliar with the 
literature in the field, does. 
They have failed in ridding 
themselves of their own anti- 
homosexual sentiments. The 
movement's publications, be- 
sides being often illiterate 
and poorly edited, also reek 


with anti-homosexuality, grov- 
eling, obsequiousness and seem 
almost designed to maintain 
the homosexual's position of 
inferiority.

leaders are 
amateurs in a field 


demanding full-time profes- 
sionals, The NPCOHO suffered 
most for these liabilities. 


Concerned, poorly informed in-- 
dividuals responding to obscure 
feelings ~that, somehow, some- 
thing should be done about 
some vague and barely compre- 
hended malaise are patently 
ill-equipped to lead any group. 
Confusion, even tempered with 
good intentions, is certainly 
insufficient to solve the 
problems of homosexuals.

Since he has no in- 
come of his own, can I claim 
him as a tax deduction?

Under the tax law as recent~ 
ly rewritten, it is no longer 
necessary for individuals to 


be related in order for them 
to qualify as dependants. If 
your relationship conforms to 
the other specifications of 
the law (percentage of incone 
supplied from sources other 
than you, etc.), we feel you 


are within your legal rights 
to claim him as a dependant. 
It should be warned, however, 
that the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice is quite likely to check 
returns with unusual deduc 
tions, so the rest of your f: 
nancial records had better be 
complete. 

Incidentally, there are no 
recent changes in the law 
which might permit lovers to 
file joint returns.

SOCIOLOGICAL ASPECTS OF HO- 
SEXUALITY, Michael Schofield 
Little, Brown and Co., Boston, 
$10.00, 1966 


Whatever happened to the 
books which "clinically" es- 
tablished the genetic superi- 


ority of whites over blacks? 
They have been replaced by the 
books "clinically" establish- 
ing the psychological superi- 
ority of heterosexuals over 
homosexuals. Neither set of 
volumes makes much sense. 

Is homosexuality a disease? 
Certain psychiatrists (Irving 
Bieber, most notably) have 
written books in which it not 
only appears that they estab- 
lish the pathological nature 
of homosexuality but, smugly, 
claim to have found the secret 
to "cure" so ineptly missed by 
the majority of their fellows. 

Careful readers, however, 
note that these writers do not 
prove that homosexuality is an 


illness. They also see that 
most don't even try to prove 
it. Casual readers, on the 


other hand, often miss the one 
sentence in these books--some- 
times virtually hidden in the 
preface--in which the psychia- 
trist states that he "assumes" 
homosexuality to be an ill- 
ness. They continue to read 
the book, half understanding 
the jargon, and conclude that 
the psychiatrist proved that 
homosexuality was, indeed, a 
severe form of neurosis or e- 
ven psychosis. Nothing could 
be further from the truth. 
Most of these studies af- 
front the scientific method by 
utilizing inappropriate con~ 


trols. A solidly-based study 
would balance homosexual sub- 
jects and heterosexual sub- 
jects in such a way that these 
two groups would be as close 
to identical as possible. For 
instance, homosexuals who have 
histories of psychiatric prob- 
lems would be compared with 
heterosexuals who had psychia~ 
tric problems, homosexuals 
who had no psychiatric or 
criminal records vould be com- 
pared against a similar group 
of heterosexuals. 

It is difficult to find such 
studies but it is comforting 
to note that the four that 
have been completed and an- 
nounced to date tend to give 
homosexuals a __ psychiatric 
clean bill of health. 

The first in the field was 
that of Evelyn Hooker who ad- 
ministered a variety of tests 
to 30 male homosexuals and 30 
heterosexuals who were matched 
for age, education and IQ. 
None of the 60 men were cur- 
rently in therapy. Dr. Hooker 
then distributed the 60 sets 
of Rorschachs, MAPS and TATS* 
to a panel of experts in eval- 
uating (Continued on page 25) 

"TAT (Thematic Appereeption 
Test) and MAPS (Make-A-Pieture 
Story) are two projective 
tests frequently used, along 
with the Rorschach, by elint- 
cians for diagnostic aids.

During the past two years or 
so I have become deeply dis- 
turbed by the concern of cer- 
tain groups of people toward 
homosexuality. One of these 
groups, and the most danger- 
ous, is the Society of Medical 
Psychoanalysts. Because I am 
a deeply dedicated person and 


have certain deep convictions 
about honosexual life, I have 
made a relatively secret but 


rather extended study on homo- 
sexuality and what is being 
done to suppress it. 

T have known and talked to 
many homosexuals who, in fits 
of deep depression, consulted 
psychiatrists. One boy in 
particular that I remember 
undertook analysis at age 24 
because of depression and an 
abortive attempt at suicide. 
He had just broken an affair 
with a boy he had deeply lovwd. 
The boy continued in analysis 
for 200 hours or more. After 
all that time and after spend- 


ing a small fortune, the boy 
stated that there had been 
some improvement in his non- 


sexual areas although he re- 
tained all of his homosexual 


feelings. 
During his treatment, be- 
cause of a constant fear of 


exposure by the psychoznalyst, 


he did his utmost to pretend 
to be making a shift toward 
heterosexuality. At termina- 


tion of treatment, the boy was 
said to be exclusively hetero- 
sexual. The boy told me in 
confidence that his sex pref- 
erence had not been changed at 
all by psychoanalysis, and 
that he was still exclusively 


homosexual, This 
case, but how many 
followed a similar 
the convenience of 
analyst? 
Psychoanalysts 

Psychoanalysts are now di- 
recting themselves to attenp- 
ting to achieve a heterosexual 
objective when treating pa- 
tients rather than "adjusting" 
even the most recalcitrant pa- 
tient to a homosexual destiny. 
In some of the more recent 
studies conducted by groups of 
psychoanalysts, the statement 
is made that they are firmly 
convinced that homosexuals do 
not bypass heterosexual devel~ 
opmental phases and all remain 
potentially heterosexual. They 
contend that a heterosexual 
shift is a certainty for all 
homosexuals who are motivated 
to change. 

I gather that the objectives 
of the Society of Medical Psy- 
choanalysts are as follows: 1- 
To orient the public, and 
especially the homosexual ele- 
ment, to accept their theory 
that homosexuality is "cur- 
able.” This will be accom- 
plished by making studies with 
small numbers and then gener- 
alizing these studies to their 
own way of thinking. 2- They 
are now and for some time have 
been asking for huge federal 
grants to be used in this ama. 
Conments printed in the DIF-

The Moslem world is an all- 
male society in which women 
are relegated to the home, De~ 
spite Ataturk's modern attempt 
to have women discard the tra- 
ditional veil, they seem con~ 


tent to play a subservient 
role. 

Visitors to Turkey are im- 
mediately struck by the ab- 
sence of women and the cor- 


responding abundance of men at 
clubs, restaurants and other 
public places. Gay visitors 
should be careful not to jump 
to the conclusion, however, 
that this means an abundant a- 
vailability of homosexual com- 
panionship, For one thing, 
the Moslem religion has quite 
a stern view towards homosexu- 
ality and this tends to inhib- 
it its incidence. 

In cities as large as Istan- 
bul, there are many soft-eyed 
boys about and even the most 
casual observer will be able 
to find them. The commercial 
element is neither as blatant 
nor as demanding as in Athens 
or Lisbon. 

The only gay contacts you 
will find in Turkish bars are 
Americans at American style 
hotels. The Turkish boys hang 
around the parks. Few of them 
understand any English and, 
unfortunately, the guide books 
rarely list convenient phrases 
for this most universal of all 
human seekings, and you'll 
have to use sign language. 
Don't worry, though, they'll 
know what you want! 

If the boy is at all pre- 
sentable, you'll have little 
trouble taking him to your ho- 


tel roon as the Turks seen 
less suspicious than the 
Greeks--it could be, too, that 
the Turks shrug the whole 
thing off as not being impor- 
tant enough to get excited a- 
bout, 


Turks mature quite early, so 
don't be surprised if you have 
a boy in his teens or early 
20's on your hands. As a mat- 
ter of fact, they mature so 
quickly and grow such fero- 
cious-looking mustaches, few 
homosexuals will have sexual 
interests in men much over 20 
or so. 

The only similarity between 
Turkish Turkish baths and 4- 
merican Turkish baths is their 
mame. The Moslem is by cul- 
ture quite modest and you will 
rarely see nudity in the baths. 
The Turks are so conservative 
in this direction that the 
little old man who comes a- 
round to bathe you will scrup- 
ulously avoid contact with the 
genital area and will hand you 
his sponge so that you can 
wash yourself. 

The bathing itself is a u- 
nique experience and worth the 
trip to the baths unto itself. 
The man pours buckets of water 
over your body and the water 
temperature graduates from 
hot to tepid to cool. 

After their baths, many na- 
tives simply roll thenselves up 
in their sheets, lie down on 
the carpeted stairs or in oth- 
er of the spacious areas, and 
fall asleep.

(Continued from page 17) each 
test. She told the panel only 
that the group was evenly di- 
vided between homosexual and 
heterosexual men. The chal- 
lenge: would these acknow- 
ledged experts be able to tell 
the homosexuals from the het- 
erosexuals on the basis of the 
test results only. They could 
not. 

Hooker's study was corrobor- 
ated by similar studies with 
similar results on a group of 
Lesbians and, most recently, 
on @ group of Army inductees 
at Ft. Jackson, South Carolina 
(Orum, Dec. 1965). 

Michael Schofield has taken 
the process a step further in 
his British comparative study 
of three types of homosexuals, 
Sociological Aspects of Homo- 
sexuality. He did in fact ex- 
amine 300 men, Of the 300, 
150 were homosexuals: 50 in 
prisons who had been convicted 
of homosexual acts with a- 
dults; 50 who were under psy- 
chiatric treatment in a hos- 
pital or out-patient clinic; 
50 who had not received psy- 
chiatric treatment and who 
have not been convicted for 
homosexual offenses. 

There were 100 heterosexu- 
als: 50 who were under psychi- 
atric treatment in a hospital 
or an out-patient clinic and 
50 who had not received psy- 
chiatric treatment and who 
have not been convicted for 
homosexuel offenses. 

50 men were inmates of pris- 
ons convicted of offenses with 
boys under 16, (The inclusion 


of this last grouping was a 
blessing in disguise. Dr. 
Schofield had hoped to make 


(25) 


his survey completely balanced 
vith 50 heterosexual prisoners 
but, unaccountably, the London 
prison officials would not 
permit "prisoners other than 
those convicted of honosexual 
offenses being questioned a- 
bout sexual matters." 

(The paedophiles differ from 
the homosexuals in measurable 
degree as it will be shown, 
but of significance at this 
time is that they did not ac- 
cept that they are homosexual. 
For the purpose of this study, 
a homosexual was a male who 
regarded hinself as a homosex- 
ual and was willing to discuss 
the matter with Dr. Schofidd.) 

The Results 


The comparison of these 
groups indicates that socio- 
logically’ homosexuals who un- 
dergo psychiatric treatment 


are most similar to heterosex- 
uals who undergo psychiatric 
treatment and have little sim- 
ilarity to homosexuals who get 
arrested. They also have lit- 
tle similarity to homosexuals 
who neither get arrested nor 
undergo psychiatric treatment. 
‘The same kinds of similarities 
and dissimilarities existed 
for the other relationships. 

In short, sexual orientation 
is not the most significant 
aspect in most individuals! 
lives. Science is beginning 
to see, through research like 
this, what observant lay peo- 
ple have known all along: that 
homosexuals are not a homo- 
genous group any more than 
heterosexuals are. Dr. Scho- 
field adds that certain kinds 
of people tend to get into 
trouble with the law and cer- 
tain other types seek out psy- 
chiatrists. Both do so irre- 
spective of their sexual ori- 
entations. 

The picture drawn of the in- 
dividual convicted of homosex~ 


ual crimes is instructive. The 


sociologist writes: "Nore of- 
ten than not they come fron 
insecure and unsatisfactory 


homes. They are less well ed- 
ucated and below average in- 


telligence. They tend to be 
unskilled manual workers and 
their earnings are usually 
well below the national aver- 
age. They have few leisure 
interests. They are more 


promiscuous and have difficul- 
ty in establishing a stable 
relationship with a man or wo- 
man. They are the sort of 
people that criminologists sum 
up as affectionless and inade- 
quate. These homosexuals are 
so like the other innates of 
our large recidivist prisons 
that only their homosexuality 
distinguishes them from other 
habitual criminals." 

Arrested homosexuals also 
are much more effeminate than 
other homosexuals and, of 
course, a significant number 
(32%) of those convicted for 
homosexual acts were caught 
engaging in these acts public- 
ly. Of the latter group, 
SAQH gives the additional in- 
formation that two types of 
persons are arrested in fla- 
grante delicto. 

The first type is very often 
involved in "a thoughtless, or 
fortuitous" way, rarely en- 
Bages in homosexual acts, does 
not appear to have a very 
strong "homosexual drive,” 
and enters into the experience 
quite casually, with little 
thought to its significance or 
the dangers and serious con- 
sequences of being caught. The 


other group visits lavatories 
regularly in the search for 
sexual partners. They are 


rarely looking for partners to 
take home and, often, have no 
place to which partners can be 
taken--homosexual lovers or 


heterosexual wives interfering. 
A full 50% of the HC group a- 
greed that the illegality of 
their public sexual acts was 
far fron a deterrent--it spur- 
red then on because of the ad- 
ditional excitement. 

The reconviction rate of the 
first type is low, It is high 
for the second type. The con- 
viction rate for other-than- 
homosexual crimes is also high 


for the second type. Nearly 
half of those convicted for 
acts containing some public 


involvenent had also been con- 
victed previously for non-sex- 
ual offenses. Only one-fourth 


of those convicted for wholly 
private acts had previous re- 
cords. 


Pointing up the hoax of ad- 
vancing criminal law reform as 
the most important _homophile 
novement objective, 76% of all 
persons convicted of homosex- 
ual acts would still have been 
sentenced if the provisions of 
the Wolfenden Report had been 
adopted. Of the romaining 12 
(24%) convicted homosexuals, 
four had previous arrest re- 
cords. 

The balance of eight men who 
were first offenders, sen- 
tenced for @ private act with 
other adults, form the testa- 
ment to the cruel and capri- 
cious nature of anti-sodomy 
laws. The case histories are 
detailed in the prisoners’ own 
words, One tells of a lover 
who was arrested for a drunken 
driving charge, then accused 
by police of a more serious 
crime, who, in an effort to 
establish an alibi, "confessed 
about us, I think he really 
confessed so as to get out of 
the station." Sentence: four 
years. 

Another: two men, entrusted 
to lock up their place of em- 
ployment nightly, "grew very 


fond of each other and I think 
people must have seen it. Af- 
ter three years, the police 
suddenly appeared at night 
when we were alone in the 
workshop. They didn't see no- 
thing, but they followed Jim 
home and took him to the sta- 
tion. In the end, he gave the 
whole game away." Sentence: 
seven years. 

"I came home late from work 

one night and found the police 
waiting for me." Eight hours 
after he had been taken to the 
station, "never alone for a 
minute," he was persuaded to 
make a statement. "It was on- 
ly then that I realized that 
they didn't have the faintest 
idea who the other man was." 
Sentence: four years. 
t all cane about when this 
other chap was arrested and he 
told the police that I'd been 
visiting hin. I thought if I 
pleaded guilty, I'd get it all 
over quietly." Sentence: one 
year. 

After fellating each other, 


“the next thing I know he was 
trying to choke me. When I 
woke up, he helped me to the 


hospital. My jaw was smashed. 
I think he must have stamped 


on my face. The police kept 
coming to see me, asking who 
done it. They even came to 
the rest-home where I went 
next. Just about then another 
man, was caught who admitted 
having sex with me."  Sen- 
tence: four years. 


The three other stories are 
similar with the third being 
that of a teacher+ who felt 
sure an eX-partner had report- 
ed him to the police after a 
quarrel; "Although the police 
inmediately assumed that I had 
interfered with the boys and 
had questioned many of them, 
there was not the slightest 
truth to it." Sentence; two 
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years. 

Schofield makes a 32 point 
comparison of the paedophile 
(PC) and the convicted homo- 
sexual (HC) groups. Some of 
his observations are: More PC 
nen were in supervisory posi- 
tions and they earned more 
than the HC men. PC men ten- 
ded to look more masculine 
than HC men. More HC men had 
their first homosexual exper- 
ience before the age of 21, 
The PC men were more likely to 
have strong feelings of guilt 
after a homosexual experience, 
More HC men have come to terms 
vith homosexuality. 

HC men arte more likely to 
tell their friends about their 
sexual interests. Few PC men 
have homosexual friends, or 
know anyone who is homosexual, 
PC men had lower sexual fre- 
quencies than HC men. 

HC men are more likely to be 
infected by venereal disease. 
PC men are more likely to pre- 
fer mutual masturbatuon. HC 
men are more likely to prefer 
anal intercourse. 

The PC men are more likely 
to come from homes where the 
discipline is strict, There 
is no difference between the 
two groups as regards the re- 
lations with either the father 
or mother, The fathers of the 
HC and PC men did not have 
significantly different occu- 
pations.

I think that the writer of 
Different Drummer in Drum #20 
gave little thought to 
two points 

The first is his statement 
that "religion and sex cannot 
be separated any more than the 
church and God can be sepa- 
rated, Sex and religion have 
been traditionally separated, 
and will continue to be, inso- 
far that religion tries to 
separate the people from all 
but the most narrow idea of 
sex--that of marital sex rela- 
tions. To expect reasonably 
intelligent sex education from 
religious organizations is to 
expect too much. 

Secondly--exactly who would 
conduct the psychological and 
physical examinations that the 
writer suggests to determine 
proper legal age for each in- 
dividual? He suggests that 
"examining doctors" would do 
so. The very term "legal age" 
makes it necessary that these 
doctors be acting for the gov- 
ernment.
